Evictions of over-income tenants from Atlanta’s eight pub- 


lic housing projects rose 


sharply last month, when 177 eligi- 


ble families moved from the units. 


“We're going right along with 
our eviction program,” James H 
Therrell, Executive Director of 
the Atlanta Housing Authority, 
said yesterday, “and we plan to 
step it up even more.” 


Therrell said 435 families with 
incomes over ,the legal maximum 
for tenancy in the apartments had 
been moved since the eviction 
program started last December. 


He added ¢hat 1,420 ineligible 
families still were among the 
4,996 family units in the projects. 

“But,” he stressed, “we can’t 
dump them all out in the streets 
at one time. That would really 
create a panic.” 


He pointed out that low-rental 
housing for persons of moderate 
incomes still was “very scarce,” 
and available Negro housing, he 
said, was “almost non-existent.” 

Therrell said the present goal 


was to evict five percent of the 


‘| over-income tenants each month. 


“We're doing better than that,” 
he pointed out, “and we may step 
up evictions so that they will all be 
out by June, 1950.” 

Compared with the 177 tenants 
who moved in March, 54 ‘moved in 
December, 55 in January and 49 in 
February.

It might be proper to call attention to the cordial relations existing between Georgia and South 
Carolina, at this time when Georgia officials are having their little difficulties with other neigh- 
boring States. Govs. Herman Talmadge and Strom Thurmond, distant cousins, recently pledged 
their. two States’ co-operation for the agricultura] and industrial development of the two States at 


a meeting at Hartwell. 


Tennessee and Georgia are constantly bick- 
ering over so-called marriage mills, automobile 
tags, truck weights, etc. Georgia’s premarital 
health examination law, which becomes effec- 
tive this Summer, will end the dispute over the 
marriage mills. Right now, though, Tennessee 
officials are on the lookout for overweight Geor- 
gia trucks.

Side of the Yangtze 


In the Spring of 1945 I was coming back 
from a Chinese village on the east side of the 
Yangtze River where a university had been 
thrown up in bamboo and mud buildings, with that incredible 
skill and determination which the Chinese have. 
Spirits were high. The Japanese were in retreat. The bombing 
, of Chungking had ceased. The students were curious and courteous. 
I had made a talk, with an interpreter taking up at my stops and 
repeating what I'd said. It was a hot day and I still can smell 
the curious odor of,mud mixed with cement with which’ the walls 
were made. There were questions and afterwards a visit to the 
classrooms. In one of them there was a table set with bowls of 
peanuts, grown on their farms, and with little cakes and tea. 
The students had asked many questions, some of them pene- 
trating. They were, I had heard, extremely nationalistic, but not 
eat all unanimous in their liking for the ways of the government. 
I asked about this later at lunch—a fine Chinese dinner with 
the main dish set in the center of the table and each person reach- 
ing into it with chopsticks to fill his own bowl. The head of the 
school was reticent, but gracious. 


: Later on, riding back to Chungking through the 
Countryside perthitu countryside, I fell to watching it and 
thinking. It was wonderful, rolling, hilly country, with rice paddies 
climbing the hills as one looked from one direction, and, from 
another, it seemed they. were descending the hills. In some of the 
fields farmers were plowing with their buffalos, wading waist deep 
in the muddy waters. There were hemlock and.spruce trees and 
flowers. Here and there were roadside shrines and burial grounds, 
with Buddhistic decorations. Some of these were ancient, the 
stones bone-white with the winds and rains of many generations. 
Once there was a family gathered about one of these tombs, and 
I thought how it might have been a country graveyard in a Georgia 
countryside with a family come to put flowers at the grave of 
some child or mother buried there. 

Suddenly the car bumped and the driver cursed in Chinese. It 
was a flat. It happened we stopped almost across from a farm- 
house, a substantial, if humble, one. There was the carefully hus- 
banded pile of manure near the front of the house. And there 
was the rice paddy almost by the side of the road. The house 
had the typically carved timbers, carved in the manner familiar 
to all who have seen pictures *of Chinese temples. 

We waited while the driver worried with his old tires, patched 
many times, wearing thin even through three boots. With me was 
a tall young Chinese, graduate of Columbia University, in charge of 
the information office and the radio programs. He was called Mike. 


As we waited, a tall Chinese came out of the 
Independent house. He was a man of about 45. He must 
have been six feet tall and he was husky, a good 190 pounds. He 
wore a faded blue smock-like jacket and the light-padded trousers, 
rolled almost to his knees. 

He cast only the most casual of glances at us as he walked 
to the edge of the rice pond, knelt and slowly washed his face 
and hands in the pale-muddy water. 

We each were studying him, wondering what his life was there 
in the house. Obviously there was much toil in it. 

“You see that man?” said Mike, suddenly, with an irritation 
in his voice. 

“Yes,” I said. 

“Well,” he said, “he doesn’t give a damn about you or me or 
Chiang Kai-shek or Mao Tze-tung, the Communist. He doesn’t 
give a damn about the United States, Russia, Britain or Democracy 
or Communism. He undoubtedly is in debt to a money lender. 
There is a mortgage on his land. All he wants is to be let alone. 
He doesn’t even’ care if they fight like hell in the next province. 
He doesn’t care how manyedie or are driven out. He just wants 
to be let alone himself.” 

We looked on as the man finished washing and stood, with never 
a look at us, and went back to his house,»to disappear within it. 


: Mike was intelligent, a fact he regretted. He 
Intelligent was, I suspect, immensely impatient with much 
that went on in his own government. He had had the great fortune, 
or misfortune, to study in America and he could weigh the great 
imponderables of his own country’s terrible problems. 

“We have been fighting for almost 20 years,” he said, “and 
that, too, is not a true statement. Because, really, we have been 
fighting for a generation and there has been no relenting of it 
since the early twenties when the Communists came and the Gen- 
eralissimo arose out of their failure. 

“One of his great failures has been brought about by the in- 
ability to reach the people. This man, whom we have just seen, 
lives on a highway. He is within 70 miles of the wartime capi- 
tal. He must know something. But he has no radio. He does not 
know how to read. And think of the millions back in the hills.” 

That night there was a dinner and Mike, along with others, 
lifted the great load of the imponderables briefly from their minds 
and shoulders with many “gambeis” in the warm rice wine. 


The Chinese Government has, for a long time, 
Weaknesses controlled more than three-quarters of China, 
and about 200,000,000 of China’s 450,000,000 persons. Actually, 
they had no control, in the meaning of the word. South of the 
Yangtze, and even in many of these provinces, there were war 
lords. The great American air base was at Kunming, two hours 
by plane from Chungking. Yet even at Kunming there was a war 
lord in control whose ties with Chiang Kai-shek and the Kuomin- 
tang were very, very fragile. The aid sent by Americans rarely 
reached the Nationalist armies. So great was the corruption with- 
in the Chiang Government that the Communists called Chiang 
“Supply Sergeant Chiang.” 

The outlook is blue. Very blue. There is some comfort in the 
idea that vast China has absorbed many conquerors. But this is 
the first political conquering. The Communists hang what money 
lenders remain and they destroy the mortgages and the records 
of debt. That’s good politics. , 

There is a germ of this in all the problems of the world—in 
our own medical controversies, housing and social security.

Senator Taft Rises Again 


WASHINGTON—Despite his sometimes irritating, professorial exercises in dog- 
matics, Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, rises again in this interlude between presi- 
dential elections as the most arresting and provocative figure in the Republican 
Party, if still not the most ingratiating political figure in what has come to be 


accepted as the hail-fellow-well-met modern manner. 


While the Ohio Senator -is 


wadlauibtedie looking somewhat to the next election—his own contest for re-election next year and 
perhaps another try at the presidential nomination in 1952—he also has an eye to the next generation, - 


which is the test of statesmanship. 

The best safeguard for the next generation un- 
der our political system, as it is for this gen- 
eration and was for the one before and the others 
back through our history, is a strong two-party 
system to preserve constantly the most reliable 
year-in-year-out check and balance against ex- 
cesses. It is that which has given our democratic 
system both its resilience and its sturdiness. 


“The greatest present danger to preserva- 
tion of the two-party system, as Sen. Taft 
sees so clearly, is the mixed-mindedness that 
continues to weaken one of its necessary ele- 
ments, meaning his own party, which is ex-’ 
emplified in its failure to win in five suc- 
cessive presidential elections. Worst of all, it 
has been unable to win against a party which 
is divided internally even more than itself. 


That is, indeed, weakness of a grave and dis- 
turbing sort. That. Sen. Taft recognized this is 
a tribute both to his political sagacity and his 
statesmanship, for it is sometimes hard for a 
man in his particular location; that is, in the 
midst of the battle, to back off and take a look 
at the whole panorama of the war in which he 
happens to be engaged. 

He has done that lately, and is earnestly try- 
ing to make his contribution to formulation of a 
philosophy to which a majority of his party can 
subscribe and to which it can seek to convert 
the necessary majority of voters. 

The chief challenge of the party before the 
public at this time is on what are known as 
social welfare measures; for a factor in the party’s 
latest defeat certainly was its failure to achieve 
anything finally in that field in the Eightieth 
Congress, despite all Sen. Taft tried to do him- 
self. 

Here the Senator has evolved a philosophy 
which, broadly, embraces Federal financial aid 


where private enterprise cannot do the job, as 
in the housing bill, and subsidies to States by 
the Federal Government where States are not 
financially able to meet other problems in the 
related field, such as education and health, but 
with State instead of Federal] administration. 

In this compromise with New Dealism and 
Fair Dealism, the Senator’s basic thesis is, as he 
himself puts it, that “the poor are always with 
us.” Accepting this patently static and negative 
approach, he would set them aside as a separate 
segment? of society and, as a duty and respon- 
sibility, contribute directly to their support. This 
may be commendable charity, but it is hardly 
socially constructive. It does not seem the basis 
of a dynamic democratic society of self-support- 
ing and self-reliant citizens. 

But Sen. Taft shows some forward movement 
even in this, and it can be offered as the alter. 
native to the Truman Administration approach. 


Consequently, the Senator, once the dar- 
ling of the GOP Old Guard, as it is famil- 
iarly known, now finds himself in a posi- 
‘tion about midway between, say, Sen. 
Wherry, of Nebraska, the Republican floor 
leader, on the right, and Sen. Morse, Re- 
publican, Oregon, on the left. 


Such a position is politically advantageous, 
for the progressives in the party go along with 
him on some issues, though occasionally they 
would go further, and sometimes do, which is 
enough to give the party a mildly progressive 
tinge and, at the same time, isolate the extreme 
right. An example was the final voté last week 
on the long-range housing bill, of which the Ohio 
Senator was one of the principal architects, 
which isolated the hard, right core of the Re 
publican Party in the Senate, in this case 11 
members. '

(Sen. Wayne Morse in an Address Before the Graduating Class of the FBI National Academy in 
Washington) 


This FBI National Academy is one of the signal educational services for improved law enforce- 
ment rendered by the Bureau. I think you will agree that the academy sought to instill in you a much 
deeper appreciation of the rights, privileges, freedoms and obligations of American citizenship. 
Thus, rather than talk to you today about any technical phase of police administration, I want to 
discuss very briefly one phase of the threat of Communism to the freedom of the individual in 


America. 

I would entitle my remarks, “Academic Free- 
dom Versus Communist Indoctrination.” As 
you know, a controversy is raging in American 
educational circles today over the issue: Does 
academic freedom entitle Communists to teach 
in our schools? 


There unquestionably is a clash of ideologies 
in the world today which threatens its peace. 
Great world forces are organizing against the 
threat of Communism because they know that 
the rights of the individual existing in a free 
state are shackled in a totalitarian state. 


I am afraid too many people have forgot- 
ten that-our economic system and our politi- 
cal system are inseparable. We cannot have 
individual rights and liberties as set out in 
our Constitution under any totalitarian 
economy: We cannot maintain the founda- 
tion principle of democratic government 
under a totalitarian economy. 


When we speak in our country about the im- 
portance of the principle of self-government, 
which is basic to our political philosophy, name- 
ly, that the people are the masters and not the 
servants of the state, we speak of a principle 
which rests on the concept that the individual 
is all-important in our American way of politi- 
cal thinking. On the other hand, under the 
Communist form of government, the individual 
is but an item of human fodder with which to 
feed the totalitarian appetite of the State. 


I am not one of those who believe that 
the Russian people are being held in com- 
plete subjugation or in involuntary servitude 
by the Russian leaders. The facts indicate 
that the Russian leaders have succeeded with 
& program of indoctrination and propaganda 
since the revolution in convincing the people 
generally that the Communist farm of gov- 
ernment is the only hope of survival for the 
Russian people. 


What are some of the American institutions 
through which the Communists may be expected 
to infiltrate and spread their insidious propa- 
ganda against the spiritual values of democracy? 


We may be sure that they will attempt to 
infiltrate into every American institution which 
offers them any opportunity for the creation of 
a Communist cell. That they have tried and are 
_to infiltrate their propaganda into the 
ucational systems of America is self-evident. 
Under the name of academic freedom they seek 
to carry out an indoctrination program. 


Now, I would caution you te watch out 
for witch hunts in our educational systems 
conducted by those who do not believe in 
academic freedom. We will defeat the pur- 
poses of democracy if our counterattack on 
Communistic infiltration takes the form of 
police-state methods which destroy an un- 
trammeled search for the truth in the halls 
of learning of our educational! institutions. 


Twenty-one years of my life have beén spent 
as a teacher in university classrooms. I know 
that one of the greatest obstacles to academic 
freedom is the attempt from time to time, on the 
egy —— groups, to stifle the search 
or 


However, academic freedom is not synony- 
mous with license to destroy that freedom. I 


fail to follow the logic of some of our educa- 
tors who are arguing these days that the pres- 
ervation of academic freedom in the colleges of 
America requires the recognition of a right of 
teachers to become Communists and retain their 
teaching positions. 


I cannot accept that argument for the obvious 
reason that true Communists do not possess free 


minds but rather are indoctrinators of a phi- 


losophy which seeks to promote revolution and 
reduce our people to a totalitarian form of gov- 
‘ernment, 


Such teachers are not teachers at all, 
seeking to lead students through an objec- 
tive analysis of governmental philosophies. 
Such teachers do not possess the devotion of 
the scientists to the findings of the facts, 
but - rather such Communist teachers, in 
order to carry out their indoctrination ob- 
jectives, must necessarily slant their teach- 
ings away from the facts. 


I do not take the position that students 
should not hear speeches by Communists, be 
cause I do not believe in thought-control tactics 
or police-state methods. It must be granted that 
we do not answer or rebut Communistic falla- 
cies by refusing to listen to them. That is quite 
a different thing from impressing upon students 
through a teaching position a constant bombard- 
ment of Communistic indoctrination presented 
in the name of academic freedom. 


It is one thing for students to go voluntarily 
to a lecture by a known Communist or Fascist- 
minded person out of intellectual curiosity or de- 
sire to try to analyze and understand the point 
of view of the speaker. But it is quite a differ- 
ent thing to impose in the name of academic 
freedom a subversiye teacher on the students of 
any school. 


Therefore, it is one thing to take the posi- 
tion, as I take the position, that true aca- 
demic freedom forbids us from excluding 
from critical analysis and study in our 
schools any of the political, social and eco- 
nomic philosophies which throughout his- 
tory have contested for the support of peo- 
ples—and quite a different thing to take the 
position that academic freedom permits any 
classroom in our free-school system to be- 
come a propaganda rostrum for the indoctri- 
nation of totalitarian doctrines. 


The proposition is unacceptable to say in the 


name of academic freedom that in order to give 


students a background and an understanding 
of the philosophy of Communism, for example, 
we ought to put on our teaching staffs teachers 
who are seeking to lead them by way of propa- 
ganda into accepting the notidn that the Ameri- 
can systems of political democracy and economic 
capitalism are a failure in that they deny basic 
human rights. 

As a liberal in American politics I hold to 
the view that any form of totalitarianism, Com- 
munistic or otherwise, is incompatible with indi- 
vidual liberty and with protecting the spiritual 
value and dignity .of the person. Our Ameri- 
can system of a political democracy combined 
with a capitalistic economy has advanced human 
rights and provided for human needs to a degree 
far superior to that which has been developed 
under any other political and economic system 
in all history.

Hi-yo Silver McCarran, that 
lover of Chinese culture from Ne- 
vada, is fathering in the Senate 
a measure that would extend §$1,- 
500,000,000 in credit to China for 
military aid, economic assistance 
and currency stabilization. Secre- 
tary Acheson’s clear and con- 
vincing explanation of what such

But Secretary Acheson care

WALESKA—They’re getting ready up here in the Blue) 


Ridge foothills to prove a point. 
They’re going to prove that rough, hilly terrain is not an 
insurmountable obstacle to livestock farming. 


They’re going to show that what 
can be done on the coastal plains 
and the Piedmont plateau of Geor- 
gia also can be done on the fringe 
of the mountains—with the use of 
machinery and soil conservation. 

May 18 will be the big day when 
farmers, vocational agricultural 
students, businessmen, soil con- 
servationists and farm equipment 
and machinery dealers will make 
over the 560-acre Reinhardt Col- 


lege farm from sunup to sundown. 

More than 100 of them met here 
yesterday to pore over maps, di- 
vide assignments, carefully plan 
the tremendous undertaking and 
inspect the wooded areas and row 
crop fields that are to be converted 
in one day to grass farming for 
livestock and poultry. 

They believe that what has been 
done in similar experiments at 
Winder and Bexley can be succss- 
ful here, despite the steep hillsides.

BRUNSWICK—Gov. Talmadge invited the Georgia Congress of Parents and Teach- 


ers to gird themselves to greater efforts for the State’s children and, in a cheerful mood, re- 
marked that “only a glance is needed to show what an improvement has been made in ~ 


school conditions in the last quarter of a century.” 


~“T see happy children getting 
good educations under condi- 
tions far better than ever be- 
fore in our history,” he said. 

The Governor’s remarks on 
education opened the thirty-fifth 
session of the Georgia Congress, 
titled cryptically ‘Unfinished 
Business,” and devoted to the 
goal of continuing their fight 
for such goals as the vanquished 
Minimum Foundation Program, 
the pending bill for Federal aid, 
the continuing of the school- 
lunch program, and recruitment 
of young people into the teach- 
ing profession. 

The Governor, however, 
avoided any mention of the 
present school situation in Geor- 
gia. He studiously avoided 
mention of the minimum foun- 
dation. 

The closest he came to touch- 
ing on present conditions in 
Georgia schools was World War 

II. The Governor said that 
during the recent world con- 
flict illiteracy in Georgia was 
found to be very high. 

More than 500 men and wom- 
men from every community in 
the State gathered at the Ogle- 


thorpe Hotel here to attend the 
three-day conference. Mrs. Fred 
Knight, retiring President, of 
Cartersville, rededicated the As- 
sociation to continued efforts to 
aid children in her welcoming 
add: ess.

CLUB WOMEN MEET IN FLORIDA 


Divorce Reform Asked 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla.—(AP)—The General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs yesterday adopted a resolution urging Con- 
gress to enact, uniform divorce laws. 


In the opening business session 
of the Federation’s. fifty-eighth 


convention the some 2,000 club 
women also adopted resolutions 
asking the abolition of the elec- 
toral college and approved the 
work of the Congressional Un- 
American Activities Committees. 

The divorce law resolution con- 
tended that lack of uniform laws 
often has resulted in illegal dii- 
vorces. In turn, this causes il- 
legal remarriages and illegitimacy 
of children with consequent break- 
down of moral standards and con- 
fusion of property rights, the reso- 
lution contended. 

The. resolution seeks a consti- 
tutional amendment giving Con- 
gress power to enact uniform 
marriage and divorce legislation. 

A constitutional amendment 
which would abolish the electoral 
college in presidential and vice 
presidential elections also was 


asked. The resolution called for 
the division of the electoral vote 
in each state in proportion to the 
popular vote. Such a change, the 
resolution stated, would more 
nearly reflect the will of the peo- 
ple. 

Earlier, Mrs. J. L. Blair Buck, 
General Federation President, re- 
ported 1,800 women’s clubs 
throughout the country already 
had entered the federation’s “build 
a better community” contest. 

In its effort to,stimulate de- 
mocracy in the home and commu- 
nity the GFWC is offering $60,000 
in prizes for community projects. 

In her annual president’s re- 
port, Mrs. Buck said schools in 
nine foreign countries had been 
“adopted.” School supplies, cloth- 
ing, books, magazines and mone- 
tary contributions are being sent 
to the schools through the organi- 
zation’s Department of Education.

Guarded 
In Rubble 


A police guard has been placed 
around a recently bombed house 
at 359 Ashby St., S. W., where a 
Negro family has moved in, Police 
Chief Herbert Jenkins said last 
night. 

Jenkins said a Negro woman, 
Rosa Mae Williams, her husband 
and two children moved into the 
splintered two-stéry house on 
Monday. However, Capt. J. F. 
Brown said the family did not stay 
in the house Monday night. 

The building has not been re- 
paired since dynamite shattered 
the walls and foundation two 
months ago, Brown said. He added 
the City Construction Department 
has been requested to inspect the 
house to determine if it is safe for 
occupancy. 

Police have warned the family 
that the building probably is un- 
safe, Brown said. The foundation 
was shaftered by the dynamite 
blast; walls are leaning and plas- 
tering is ripped from ceilings. 
Part of the floor was blown away. 

The blast came after the resi- 
dence, in what was known as a 
white area of Ashby Street, was 
sold to a Negro family. It was un- 
occupied at the timé: 

Brown said the Williams woman 
told him she was given an apart- 
ment in the house rent free. 

Shortly after they moved in, the 
woman told officers that a tall, 
slender white man walked up and 
asked her if she planned to live 
there. She said he then told her 
the section was predominantly 
white and that Negroes were not 
wanted there. 

The Williams woman described 
the man’s attitude as threatening, 
although she said he did not 
threaten her orally. 

Jenkins said he had instructed 
police to give the place as much 
attention as possible until 
building can be examined by offi-' 
cials of the Construction Depart- 
ment.

We have frequently pointed 
out in the past and we shall no 
doubt have many occasions to 
do so in the future, that in the 
matter of slams, there is some 
- thing more to it than counting 
up the aces and kings. More 
often the slam depends upon a 
singleton, provided it is the right 
one, or a King if it is the one 
that is needed. Many an Ace 
represents just so much printer’s 
ink. As witness today’s hand. 


It may be accepted as a prin- 
ciple based upon cool logic, that 
a sudden leap beyond game, to 
five of a major suit, when noth- 
ing has previously been said 
about a suit which the oppo- 
nents have bid, should be con- 
strued as a statement of the fol- 
lowing character: “Partner, ev- 
erything seems under control ex- 
cept for the fact that we may 
have losers in the adverse suit.

Obviously I 
do not expect to lose any other 
tricks because with two losers 
in their suit and some other 
trick tHat I might count on los- 
ing, I would not dare to contract 
needlessly for 11 tricks and 
place the game in jeopardy.” 

North opened with one Dia- 
mond, showing the six card 
minor before the five-card ma- 
jor. South responded with one 
Heart and West decided to lay 
the foundation for a _ possible 
bid by showing the Spades. 
North immediately saw slam 
possibilities, but there were the 
two losing Spades staring him 
in the face. There was the 
further possibility that a Dia- 
mond trick might be lost, but he 
was willing to take his chances 
on that suit. Partner might have 
the King, or he might have a 
singleton or at worst there was 
the finesse to rely upon. On 
that basis the only pertinent 
question was as to partner’s 
ability to*prevent the loss of 
two Spade tricks. How was 
North to ascertain the facts? He 
decided to do so by a direct bid 
of five Hearts hoping that part- 
ner would take from such an 
outburst that everything was 
accounted for but the Spade 
control. 


South had no _ rock-crusher, 
but he realized that North was 
counting on no trump or Dia- 
mond losers and probably none 
in Clubs which would mean that 
he was void of the latter suit 
and that the Ace was not a par- 
ticularly vital card, except that 
it would provide a discard for 
one of dummy’s Spades. Since 
the opening lead was coming up 
to him, the King of Spades 
would prevent the enemy run- 
ning off with the first two tricks 
in the suit. He, therefore, ac- 
cepted the invitation. 

No great’ talent was required 
to bring in the hand. Note that 
South might have had a stronger 
hand, including the King of Dia- 
monds and the King of Clubs, 
but not the King of Spades, in 
which case the slam would not 
be makeable.
